1 . YOU MAY OR MAY NOT BE AWARE THAT FROM SEPTEMBER 1 1 TO 14, 1978 
A CONFERENCE ENTITLED "TRANSEER OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY WITHIN 
MINING FIELD OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ' IS BEING HELD IN 
BELGRADE. HIGH LEVEL DECISION-MAKERS IN THE MINING FIELD FROM 
MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WILL BE ATTENDING THIS EVENT. 
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2. COINCIDING WITH THIS CONFERENCE WILL BE AN INTERNATIONAL MINING 
EQUIPMENT EXHIBITION (SEPTEMBER 11-15) ENTITLED "MINING 78" AT THE 
BELGRADE FAIR GROUNDS. WE KNOW THAT CONFERENCE PARTICIPANTS WILL 
BE STRONGLY ENCOURAGED TO VISIT THIS EXHIBITON DURING THEIR STAY 
IN BELGRADE. WE UNDERSTAND A NUMBER OF U.S. MINING EQUIPMENT FIRMS 
WILL BE PARTICIPATING IN THIS EXHIBITION ON THEIR OWN OR THROUGH 
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THEIR YUGOSLAV REPRESENTATIVES. HOWEVER, WE ARE CERTAIN THERE ARE 
MANY OTHER U.S. FIRMS WHICH ARE EITHER UNAWARE THAT THESE TWO 
EVENTS ARE OCCURING SIMULTANEOUSLY OR ARE RELUCTANT TO SPEND THE

3. WE BELIEVE GREATER U.S. PARTICIPATION IN "MINING 78" COULD PAY 
OFF SUBSTANTIALLY IN INCREASED U.S.EXPORTS BOTH TO YUGOSLAVIA 
AND OTHER DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. WE THEREFORE DECIDED THAT IF 
ENOUGH U.S. FIRMS SHOWED AN INTEREST WE WOULD RENT SOME SPACE 
AT THIS EXHIBITION AND DISPLAY THEIR PROMOTIONAL MATERIALS. 

EIGHT U.S. FIRMS TO DATE HAVE INDICATED THEY WILL BE PARTICIPATING 
IN THIS INFORMATION DISPLAY AND WE ARE THEREFORE PROCEEDING. WE 
ARE SECURING APPROXIMATELY 50 METERS SQUARE OF SPACE FOR THE 
DISPLAY. IT WILL BE MANNED BY A MEMBER OF THE EMBASSY'S ECONOMIC/ 
COMMERCIAL STAFF WHO WILL DISTRIBUTE BROCHURES ON EQUIPMENT AND 
SERVICES OFFERED BY PARTICIPATING U.S. FIRMS. THE FEE FOR EACH 

FIRM WILL BE U.S. DOLLARS TWO HUNDRED. 

4. WE ARE HOPEFUL A FEW MORE U.S. FIRMS, INCLUDING YOUR OWN, WILL 
DECIDE TO PARTICIPATE. I RECOGNIZE THIS IS VERY SHORT NOTICE. I 

AM WRITING YOU AT THIS LATE DATE BECAUSE I ONLY RECENTLY BECAME 
AWARE THAT YOUR FIRM WILL BE A MEMBER OF THE USDOC MINING SEMINAR 
TO PORTUGAL, SPAIN AND YUGOSLAVIA IN LATE OCTOBER AND NOVMEBER. 

5. YOUR PARTICIPATION IN THE MINING SEMINAR LEADS ME TO BELIVE 
THAT YOUR FIRM MIGHT BE INTERESTED IN PARTICIPATING IN "MINING 78".
